THE HAIR,

Dyelng—The Fashionnable Oolored Halr
—fhe Dyon Chnt K.
Lrom the London Spectator,

Are wigs immornlt — beeause i not, one
senroely peroeives a reason why the newspaper
moralists, who are s0 1ond ot deseribing Ano-
nyma and Cora Pearl witn a kind of reprohen-
sive wvoluptoousness of detall, should waste so
much moral strength in denouncing the peactics
of using halr dyes, It is not more wicked, one
‘would thing, in itself, than wearing false foeth
or seuttering powder or pudiding, and all those
sina have hitherto escaped with very lenient
censure from the newspaper pulpil,

Women, and men too, have dyed their hair
from tume immemworial, and there has not been
an interval within the last three centuries aur-
Ing which bair<dressere have not employed pig-
ments to conceal greyness, whiteness, or cecen-
trioity of color in the hair. The only thing new
is the fashiopnole shade, and the introdoction
of that shade is In one way & distinot gain, It
has restored the popular fith tu the possible
beauty of light-haired women.,  The condition of
public opinion upou that subject has for yve
{‘JH."I been nlmost & marvel. That & peopls esson-
lulla‘ Northern, among whom five personz in
six have buir tinged with some shade of Light
brown, should preter black hair, s perhaps
m\turni. for infrequency always increases toe
piquancy of admiration.

Orientals, on the sume principle, admire (ajr
hair and exoessive lightness of complesion, and
one African race, the Somali, stans 1ts black
wool with lenns and looe il it I8 of a dull
brick-dust hue, Dut the English horroe of hght
hair in women wae alwost comieal in Its juten-
hlt]', s0 devp as vo atlect Merdture and penetrate
the opinions of the uncultivated mass, One
shade of red, thar talse quburn which 18 red in
the sun and brown ouder artificial hieght was
tolerated, chiefly, we wagine, becadse (ashion-
able upinion ¥ wonned under chandellers: but
the true auburn, which has a golden flush in it
uuder the sun and & red fash only by candle-
Hght, the auburo which ftalian painters
Joved three centures ngo, and Millais can palnt
now when he will et bis imaginntion work ns
well a= his eves, was utierly condemned, all the
more viciously perbaps vecanse that is (he
shadein whico bwir is Jound most volominous
and silky.

Part ot the objectlon 1o red hels, no deunbt,
arose from the ugly complexion, sud treckles,
and turned-up nose by which it 18 often nccom-
panied; but the averswon was lelt and expressed
even in cases where redd haly was only the patu-
ral complement of very regular beauty, The
pew (nshion, therefore, ol dycing hair Lo liechten
its color, instead of dseing it 1o darken if, strikes
vight athwart a national prefudice, so eclearly
athwart, thet while it has restoared people to the
use of their senses fu judgine color, 1t has also
ralsed an absurd shout of reéprobation. Dyeing
may be immoral possibly, but dyeing red cannol
be more immoral thun dyeing black,

Bo rapid nas been the spread of this fashion
Athat the resources of chemisiry have been ran-
sacked tor dyes, and we lhave belore us a huge
volume of receipts lor the production of alniost
any shade, They are all very nasty; nastiness
is the real objection to halr-dyes, as it 15 10
rouge and chignons, and is uot to lalse teeth—
and all subject to one fatal detect. They do
not change the inher«nt color of the hair, which
Zrows every moment ng i1 was oririnally made;
the pizments, therelore, must be incessantly
reapplicd, sand the hadr, instead of being dyed,
ne, for instancs, & topaz 1= dyed by burning, 1
only painted—by noe weans g very pleasing wdea.,
One would think It grima racie possible to make
a radical ehange, the coloring mater being an
oil beld, as it were, in n tube, and Impregnated
with substances the chsspcter of whiclt has
been disgoverod.

According to My, Cooley, “The chemical con-
stitution ot the bair was nrst made known by
Harchett, who showed it to couslst chietly of in-
durated albumen, together with a little gelatine,
or matter that yields it, Soit and very flexiple
hair 12 smd to contain the most eelatine, Sub-
sequeatly, Vauquelln discovered 1hat hawr con-
tains two differ«nt §ind: of o1y mutter—the one
white and bland, cominon o all halrs the other
colored, und on wiieh, o }nu't. the particular
color of the har depends, He algo found small
and variuble guantitics ot mineral substances in
hair., In light-coloved ha'r he fonnd wmaenesia,
and in blaek and duark ne'r, iron and solphur.
It 158 the presence of these st that mamly gives
to dark hairits color. Fug, wool, bristles, and
spines, in their chiemica! narure, sirueture, and
mode of formation. résemble hair; as also, to a
very great extent, do the feathers ol birds" We
onent, 1t That 18 correct, and we knew how, to
be able to teed people into bair of the wished-for
color: but then we do not know how, anl so are
driven back on devices miuny of which are dan-
gerous or disagrecable,

“Golden Yellow,—A solution of bichloride of
tin (suflielentiy diluted) tollowed by a * mordant’
of hydrosulphurel ol ammonia, gives a rich
‘golden yellow tint' 1o very ligat heir, and o
vwolden brown' to o darker hair, owing to the
tormaton of surum musivam, mosie gold, or
bisulphuret of tin,

A solution of acetute or nitrate of lead, fol-
lowed by o * mordant’ of yellow chromate of
poiash, gives n boilllint rich ‘golden yellow,'
H wanted * warmer' or ‘deeper toned,” o lew
drops of solution of dincetate of lead (Goun
le1d's extract) suould be asdded to the acelate
solution,

“A solution of pure annotta, obtained by boil-
Ing it m water shightly alkalized witn carbounto
of joda, or with salt of tartar, gives a ‘wolden
sellow’ or ‘flame  yetlow,” according 1o  its
strength, to very pale npmr, and corresponding
topvas to darker bair, A previous *mordant’ of
wlom water ‘deepens’ it: and n snbs Quent wnsh-
ipg with waler soured with lemon juice or vine-
ar reddens it, or thens it on the ‘orange.’’

Hevna, by-theeway, 1 unobjeretionable, and
never talls, <o that il any woman really wishes
lor bright red huir she has only to make frieads
with rome attache of the cwmbagsy at Constanti-
nople, or with Mr. Lavard, We must wild that
there 15 now sold 1o Paris & dye which instantly
changes white or flaxen hwr (nto the most glo-
rious gold, It I8 ealled orpiment, 18 the golden
stilphuret of arsenie, and has ouly one trifling
drnwback, which those who want it probably
will not mind. It kills, juse a8 luevitalbly and us
swiltly as doses of arsenie would,
